Geologist Dean 


Discusses Oil 
In Jaycee Talk 


Another fascinating p r o g r a m 
meeting 
in 
the 
current 
Jaycee 
schedule took place last night as 
James Dean, geologist and former 
Harrisburg r e s i d e n t , explained 
some of the more common prob­ 
lems of oil well drilling as they 
occur in the current Saline county 
boom. 
Dean, a member of the geological 
firm of Dean & Hallowell, got quite 
a chuckle from the audience when 
he pointed out that hardly any 
landowner inquires why he got a 
producing oil well, but when a dry 
hole occurs, "he has plenty of ques 
tions ” 
By means of blackboard 
diagrams. Dean showed why a good 
well may be produced on a certain 
farm, yet a well drilled on a neigh 
boring plot of ground may be com­ 
pletely dry. There are several rea 
sons for this not uncommon occur 
ence, he said, one of the primary, 
and most simple, being that the 
same sand formation may contain 
oil under one surface and be dry 
under the next. 
A process which has excited the 
curiosity of many laymen in the 
oil business is the hydro fracturing 
process, by which a tight, hard- 
packed 
sand 
can 
be 
fractured 
through application of gelatinous 
substances under heavy pressure to 
produce channels in the formation 
through which oil can then flow, he 
explained. 
Then, touching a subject dear to 
Jaycee hearts, Dean pointed out 
that from Feb. I, 1954. to Fob. I, 
1955.

in oil royalties has been paid to 
Saline county landowners—a figure 
which could quite possibly be ex­ 
ceeded in the years to come.

Red Cross Principle 
During the month of March the 
American Red Cross will conduct 
its annual campaign for members 
and funds in our town and through 
out the country. At the same time, 
in an African jungle, one of the 
great men of our time will begin 
his 42nd year in a project of self­ 
less devotion to mankind. Between 
these 
two 
seemingly 
unrelated 
events there is a connection, a 
strong one 
The man is Dr Albert Schweitz­ 
er. physician, philosopher, writer 
and Nobel Prize winner, who has 
devoted most of his 80 years to 
running a hospital for the inhabi­ 
tants of a remote jungle commun­ 
ity. 
Dr. Schweitzer has developed a 
principle 
called 
Reverence for 
Life, a subject on which he was 
interviewed recently. 
It is not enough, he said. to do 
one’s daily job, support one’s fam­ 
ily, abide by the laws. “That’s all 
very well.” he said, “ but you must 
do something more.” 
“ You must give some time to 
your fellow- man. 
Even if ifs a 
little thing, do something for those 
who have need of help, something 
for which you get no pay but the 
privilege of doing it.’ 
So great was Dr. Schweitzer's 
belief in this principle that he left 
his native Alsace to live out his 
life in a jungle. 
That principle 
brings us back to the Red Cross. 
The Red Cross, in its essence, is 
merely the means by which we all 
can give some help to those of our 
fellowmen who need it, who must 
have it. 
Through the Red Cross 
we can lighten the load of a torna­ 
do victim, help brighten the hours 
of a hospital patient, even save a 
life. 
In helping them, our own 
lives become more meaningful. 
The Red Cross has long realized 
that fact and on it has been built 
the enduring, worldwide organiza­ 
tion which serves us in so many 
ways. 
We can serve it, in turn, 
by joining during its March cam­ 
paign for members and funds.

Beria in the dead of night, accused 
bim of treason and eventually sent 
bim to his death. This is the very 
fate. apparently, that Beria had 
nlanned for Khrushchev. 
CRAFTY KHRUSHCHEV 
The tough, ruthless Khrushchev 
wasted no time being grateful, but 
set out to overthrow the man who 
had saved his neck. First, Khrush­ 
chev strengthened his hold on the 
Communist party by shaking up 
'he 
personnel. 
In one 
province 
alone — the Russian Socialist Fed­ 
erated Soviet Republic — lie shift­ 
ed two-thirds of the regional party 
secretaries. 
Similar, if loss dras­ 
tic, personnel purges were carried 
out in the other provinces. 
Meanwhile, 
Malenkov appointed 
Ivan Alexandrovich Serov to head 
up the shattered secret police. 
At 
some point, however, Serov was 
bought off by Khrushchev. Serov’s 
reward was to be elevated to cabi­

simultaneous 
with Malenkov’s resignation.

generals.

; ’ai Bulganin had always sided with 
Malenkov while he had the inside

1 ganin showed signs of shifting; his 
allegiance to Khrushchev, it was

kov’s influence with the army. 
Of course. Malenkov recognized

'lay long before he submitted his 
humiliating resignation, full of h a I f- 
confessions. 
For m o n th s , Khrush- 
hev had been overruling Malen­ 
kov's policies. 
Most obvious was 
Khrushchecv’s public speech, giv­ 
ing heavy industry priority over 
consumer goods, thus completely 
reversing 
Malenkov's 
consumer- 
goods policy of August. 1953. 
Only mystery is how Malenkov 
has managed to retain his head on 
his shoulders, since the custom in 
Red Russia is to murder defeated 
politician.' 
Best guess is that the 
Kremlin figured it would look bad, 
both at home and abroad, to ac­ 
cuse another top official of treason. 
Malenkov has cause, however, 
to 
worry 
about 
his health. 
It will 
surprise no one if he comes down 
suddenly with, say, a heart attack.

LONDON RPI— Hermann Field, 
the Cleveland, Ohio, architect who 
was released last year from a 
Communist jail in Poland, was en 
route to Britain today. 
Hermann, whose American broth­ 
er Noel and Noel’s wife asked for 
political asylum in Red Hungary 
after being released from an Hun- j 
garian prison, took a train from 
Switzerland for Britain today after 
several months of seclusion in the 
little neutral country. 
His wife, Kate, made his plans 
known in a letter to the United 
Press. It said: 
My 
husband, 
Mr. Hermann 
Field, and I will be coming to 
England on Thursday, Feb. 17.” 
The letter said Field would “ be

Field disappeared on Aug. 22, 
1949 in Warsaw. 
The Harvard-
